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The Petition 

Of the free cetezens of th United States, reri- 
dent m Oregon, through their delegates m 
convention assembled, at the Falls of the 
Yamhill river, in Oregon territory, on the 
second day of October, in the year of our 
Lord, cightcen hundred and forty-seven, to 
the Senate and House of Representatives of 
the Uutted States of America, in Congress 
assembled: 
Your petitioners, in full view of the alle- 


‘giance and reapect they owe the government 


ôf their country, and impelled by a deep sensé 
of the neglect and injuries they have suffer- 
ed, oud most respectfully, call the candid 
and senous attention of your honorable body 
to our unprotected and rel aay situation. 
We would not trouble the legislative conn- 
eils of our country, already so much occupi- 
ed with the cares and responsibilities incident 
to the government of a great and free people, 
upon a trifling occaston, or for light and tri- 
vial causes. But we know ourselves to be 
¢divilized men, true, free and honest Amen. 
ean ciuzens, united and bound to our belov. 
ed country, by the indissouble ties of admi- 
ration, duty and hindred; ang as such, in all 
candor and sincerity, we do claim the rights 
that belong to us in common with our more 
fortunate tellow.citizens cast of the Rocky 
mountains; and which rights, having been 
hrst purchased by the blood and treasure of 
wut alowed ancestors, wefe by them be- 
queathed to us, as well as to others, We 
know that we enjoyed all the nghts, privi- 
leges and immunities of Amencan citizens, 
winle we resided in the bosom of our coun- 
iry, and m the places of our nativity : and 
we cannot conceive why we should have for- 
weited those rights, for the sole, solitary, rea- 
sun that weshave changed our residence, and 
arte now nearly four thousand miles from the 
~ at of government, but still upon American 
seal, but not under Amencan law. We did not 
quit the graves of our ancestors, and the 
homes of our childhood, nor tear ourselves 
sunder from friends, kindred, and country, 
aud traverse, with our wives and our ehil- 
dren, wild and unpeopled deserts, to reach 
ihis tur and beautiful country, for mercen- 
ary plunder, robbery, or oppression. Among 
the tew things that the limited capacity of 
mau can know with certainty, are the honest 
intentions of his own heart; and when we 
say that we were impelled by no unholy mo- 
ue, in planting ourselves among the wild 
mountains, valleys, and streams of Oregon, 
we hnow we speak the simple, the unvarnish- 
ed truth. And we beg leave, most respect- 
fully, to entreat the candid attention of your 
honorable body, to a very short and concise 
statement of only a few of the more promi- 
nent facts apparent upon the page ofthe his- 
tury of our settlement here. We came hithe 
er with the laudable view, of not only of m- 
proving our coudiuon m the world, and of 
providing humes for ourselves and our chil- 
dren, but we were animated with the belief, 
that we could essentially aid oyr country in 
sustaining her rights to the sol upon which 
we settled, and in bringing to a satisfactory 
close, a long protracted and harragsing con- 
troversy, with a mighty foreign power, in 
reference to the boundanes of Oregon. We 
believed that, in settling in this tar-otf region, 
we Were extending and enlarging the * ara 
of freedom ;”” and by planting civilization, 
liberty, and christiantty upon the shores of 
the great Pacific, we should render a lasting 
benetit to mankind; and that, from this point, 
those blessings might ultimately flow across 
the wide ocean, to waken up and bless the 
enslaved and slumbering myriads of other 
lauds. it was this desire to lead in this peace- 
ful and laudable crusade, that mainly brought 
us hither. 

When we reached this distant shore, we 
found ourselves in a country new and uncul- 
tivated, subject to the privations and hard- 
ships common to all new settlements, isolated 
frota the balasice of the civilized world, and 
two thousand iniles front the inhabited bor. 
ders of the country we had left, with a vast 
region, traversed by wild and roaming sava- 
ges, intervening between us and the govern- 
ment to which wo owed our allegiance. We 
did not emigrate to Oregon with the intent or 
wish to expatriate ourselves from our coun. 
try. We would never have given up our onti- 
2euship, even for homes in Oregon, Wa fouud 
ourselves placed under very embarrassing 
circumstances, We were here in the midst 
fan Indian population, whose auwies wera 
daly excited-ahd augmented bho esten- 
sion of our settlements, and whose predatory 
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‘the pourco of continual annoyance and irrita- 
tiongaand besides this, avo-were here among 
the subjects of Great Britain, at a time when 
the greatest exaitoment existed in regard to 
the Oregon controversy —and we were not 
only here under all these embarrassing cir- 
cumstances, but we were here without law to 
govern us, or an arm to proiectus Although, 
from year to year, we fondly hoped to see the 
paternal care of our government extended to 
us, that we might once more live under tts 
just and equitable Jaws, we were ax often 
doomed to disappointment. Embarrassed as 
we were, and finding by actual experiment 
that a resident and givilized people could not 
exist without government of some hind, how- 
ever imperfeet, we were forced, as a commu. 
nity, to organize a temporary system of Jaws 
forthe preservation of prace und order, What- 
ever civilized people may hereafter bo com- 
pelled to try the unhappy experment, will 
find, as Wo have done, this truth undeniable, 
that no civilized race of men can possibly cx- 
ist, as such, without government. Even a 
i despotism ıs better than no government at all. 
iim orgamzing and putting in operation our 
plan of temporary government, Wo Were met 
by, and had to overcome great and serious 
dificulues. "Chat it 13, ruth even the same 
means, much more dificult to admimster a 
mere femporaryysystem of laws, where all is 
new and fluctuating, than a rear and per- 
manent one, ts a truth so sensible and appar- 
ent, as not to nced illustration, No people 
can, or will be contented and happy, under 
a government where all is painful suspense 
and uncertainty. i 
But, indopondont of the difficulties incident 


to the establishment and operation of a mere | P 


temporary system, we had other obstacles to 
surmount. Our people wero just arrived in 
a new and uncultivated country, with very 
stender pecuniary means, and were scatter- 
ed qver’a great extent of country, m very 
sparse settlements, remote from cach other, 
and from places of business, and were, un- 
der the circumstances, compelled to give 
their utmost attention to supply the most 
pressing demands of nature. * We hail roads 
to open, bridges to erect, forests to fell, ficlds 
to cultivate, and schoal houses and churehes 
toput up. With the utmost revenue we could 
raise, we were not alle to pay our officers n 
fair compensation, and our legislative assem- 
bly could only sit about two weeks at a time, 
for the want of means to pay the members. 
We were compelled to adopt the statute laws 
of lowa, passed at the first session of its legis. 
lative assembly, unsuited as they were to our 
condition, and modified by a few of our own 
local acts, We had no printing press in Ore- 
gon, and no books or authorities fo refer to, 
and only two copies of the Iowa statutes in 
the territory. We had no means of making 
known to the people what our laws were, un- 
til the Oregon Spectator was established, and 
then we could only publish our local acts 
through tho medium of its columns. 

Under all these tintoward circumstances, 
and many others, of which we spare ourselves 
the pain of reciting, wo held on our courso, 
and sustamed our temporary government— 
thus preserving order and -peace in our new 
community. Our course and policy towards 
the aboriginies of the country havo been hu- 
mane and peaceful, and we have borne and 
forburne much. We have preserved peace 
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to ite solemn treaty stipulations. 

At length, however, the news of the late 
treaty between the United States and Great 
Britain, settling the whole Oregon controvor- 
sy, reaghed us; and all obstacles being thus 
removed, we fondly, and without doubt, ox- 
pected the specdy extension of the jurisdic- 
tion and laws of our country oyer Oregon. 
But they came not. The sorrowful news 
reached us, by the late immigration, that con- 
gress had adjourned, and nothing had been 
done for Oregon; and our hearts sank with- 
in ys. “ Has our country forgotten andaban- 


treaty. Wo are also placed in a very difi- 
cult position with reference tp our criminal 
lawa, Wo havo no prison, and no means of 
punishing many offences, unless we retro- 
grade to the times of the branding iron, the 
cropping knifo, and the whipping post ; and 
this would be revolting to the moral sense of 
our community. dt as all we can do, under 
a systom of taxation as high as in any of the 
sfatos, to pay our officers the most meager 
oii and to carry on our government at 
all. 

Your petitionera would aiso pray your hon- 
orable body to pass an act making liberal 
grants of lands to the settlors in Oregon, We 
came hither believing that such grants would 
be made, We have suffered much, endured 
much, and we sincerely think that, by our 
settlement in Oregon, we contributed, in no 
small degree, to the settlement of that long 
pending controversy, which, at one time, 
threatened the peace of the world. But. 
first, and aboye all, we pray your honorable 
body to extond over us and our new hoincs, 
the protection of our great, free, and happy 
country, Thisisan event most ardently de. 
sired by your petitioners. We hope once

manding pay for their lands, which we had 
neither tho moans nor tho right to give; but 
it was the reflection, that our country had al- 
ways been scrupulously just in the observ- 
ance of all her engagements with foreign 
nations, and that her laws had speedily fol- 
lowed her citizens wherever they trod Ameri- 
can soil, and her protection when they jour- 
noyed in other lands, and that we, a small, 
distunt, and poor communtiy, of free citizens 
in Oregon, should be the sole, solidary victims 
of our country’s neglect and injustice, It was 
this that piorced us to the heart. 

Perhaps we are wanting in duo respect to 
the obadtstatioal authorities of our govern- 


country. We hold ourselyes ready, and most 
willing—nay, anxious—to do our duty to- 
wards our country, when and where and how 
she may demand it. Wo are not aliens from 
her—her neglect has not driven us away, 
Can we forget the “stars and stripes?” If 
sho will still neglect. us, we must love and 
obey her still. We cannot forgot our origin, 
and we cannot, and will not, drive from our 
hearts the love of our country. Our names, 
our hearts, and our destinies are connected 
with tho Great Republic. We nro fow and 
far off, but we aro true American citizens. 
Wo ask our country to do us justice, to for- 
get and abandon us not in our helplessness 
and our weakness. We have honestly en- 
deayored to do our duty, and we thought we 
had succeeded. We think we merit the re- 


ment, when we speak in ‘frank and honest | spectful consideration of our government. It

We have acted under 
the firm conviction, that there exists a mutual 
duty between our government and all its citi- 
zens; and that while we owo and observe a 
most willing allegiance towards the United 
States, wo have a right to claim their protec- 
tion and care, Our forofathers complained 
that they were oppressed by the mother coun- 
try, and they had a just right to complain.

{Immigrants arnving via tho Southern Route.) 
Pox County, Onvaon, Oct. 2, 1847. 

Dear Sir—] am happy to inform yeu of the 
safe arrival, in the Willumetto valley, of Capt. 
L. Scott and party, by the southern route. 

Owing to traveling in a large company of 
25 wagons, and boing necessarily delayed b 
the sicknessof Mrs, Burch, repairing the oad, 
ac., the party did not arrive in the Willamette 
valley until the 26th of September. 

Except an old wagon, ubandoned by Judge 
Burch near Rogue river, every vehicle which 
took the southern road arrived m this valley, 
the teams in good condition, and their owners 
in fine health and spirits, having suffered, from 


animals. 

As the southern route has suffered much 
unmerited detraction, it may be interesting, 
ag well as afford to you the means of making 
up an opinion of the road, to give a brief ac- 
count of tho progress of the immigrants over 
the different parts of it. 

Eust of the Cascades or Siskiu mountains, 
the party laid by, chiefly on account of the 
sickness and deatli of Mrs. Burch, eight days, 
and west of the mountains they were repair- 
log the road seven days 

The traveling time from the forks of the 
road to the leaving of Ogden’s river, about 
350 miles was 22 days, making an avdrage 
of,16 miles per day. č 

From Ogden’s river tothe Rogue river val- 
ley, a distance of about 300 mules, including 
the Siqrra Nevada and the Cascade mountains, 
the traveling time was again 22 days, mahing 
an average of nearly 14 miles per day, 

From the entrance of Rogue river valley 
tothe Willamette valley, meluding the Ump. 

ua and Cullapooia mountains, 175 miles, 
they were traveling 13 days, making an ave- 
rage of 18} miles por day. 

Grass and water was every where aben- 
dant, except from Oaden’s river to the Black 
Rock, which was, as last year, a hard drive.

The Matamoros Flag gives tho following in. 
vident of the battle-field of Buena Vista: 

The first Mississippi regiment, under com- 
mand of Col. Jefferson Daviy, conted itself 


- over with immortal glory. Originally, it num- 


bered 080 some odd, but suddenly transferred 
froin the comforts and genial atmosphme of 
heme, to tha almos: vertical sun of Brass 
Island, Jast August, disease mado filghtful ra- 
vages among its men. What it lost in this 
way, in conjunction with the killed at Mon- 
terey, and those discharged in consequence 
of wounds, reduced it to considerably less 
than four hundred strong, Wath this dimin- 
ished forge, (weakened still more by tho ex- 
traction of the Tombieheo and Carroll coun- 
ty companies, which guarded Gen, Taylor's 
tent) this skeleton regiment sustained, and 
repelled, with immenso slaughter, a charge 
of three times their awn numberof Santa Ah- 
na's bestlancers, Phe lancere first bore down 
upon one of the Indiana regiments—wo for- 
get which onc—and dispersed it.

A TALE OF THE LAST WARS? 
BY PROP. J, IL INGRATLAM, 

The river Kenebcc, in Maino, is without a 
rival in New England, eithor for its historic 
associations, or the beauty of its natural sce- 
nery, Jt rises among the passes of tho High- 
lands that form the northeast boundary line 
between the U, States and Canada, and af- 
ter flowing through a romantio region for 
many leagues, enters a valley of surpassing 
beauty, through which it moanders between 
level intervals of the richest verduro, The 
waters of this river aro remarkable for their 
(unped transparency, while in a body their 
appearaco is neatly black, Tho hills that 
riso on either shore are bold and nobly wood. 
cd; and hero and thera frown above tho si- 
lenily gliding wave, dark granite precipices, 
elad with moss and the graceful wreaths of 
te mountain vine whogo beauty is ever vor- 
dante falls and rapids, charactonzed by 
wildness and even sublimity, at intervals, 
break the dark rolling tide of this beautiful. 
river, and with their roar awaken the echoes 
af the forest-clad hills. 

Atthe period of our story, which was 
nour the close of the last war, two British 
armed vessels had been cruising offtho mouth 
if the river for some days, occasionally run- 
ning close in with tho fort so as to draw its 
tire and then tacking and standing scaward 
again. Ono of these vessels was a sloop-of- 
war, and the other a brig of sixteen guns, 
Thoy were effectually blockading tho river, 
and for some time no vessel had either come 
in or gone out. Every thing was brought 
to, even to the small fishing boat, and the 
strictest vigilance was maintained from the 
very first day of theirarrivalon tho const. 

‘Gnd morning in June, just as thé sun was 
rising from tho sca, flinging bié fiery spears 
far across the sparkling waves, kindling up 
svery object on which thoy ht, the two Eng- 
lish veasels were seen standing in toward 
the mouth ofthe river, under topgallant sails, 
with the wind free on the starboard quarter.
